Bp. sees growing 


demand for general 
absolution in future 


MEMPHIS,Tenn. (NC)—Bishop Carroll : ee 


Dozier of Memphis said in an NBC television 
‘Today Show’’ interview that he expects mass 
reconciliation services such as he conducted here 
last December to come into general use 
throughout the Church—including the granting 
of general absolution. 


Earlier this year, the Vatican’s Doctrinal 
Congregation rejected as ‘‘inappropriate”’ the 
“convocation of a large crowd for the primary 
purpose of giving general absolution.’’ Its 
statement was a commentary on pastoral norms 
for general sacramental absolution issued in 
19725 


THE CONGREGATION said also that ‘‘the 
celebration of the Sacrament of Penance with 
general absolution as the focal point of a ministry 
of evangelization or reconciliation does not 
accord with the pastoral norms.’’ 


But Bishop Dozier said: ‘‘I think there has 
been a tremendous reflection on it and I have an 
idea that in the future it will be used quite 
regularly.’”’ 


The bishop admitted that some Vatican 
officials—including Cardinal James Knox, pre- 
fect of the Congregation for the Sacraments and 
Divine Worship—are not in agreement with his 
use of general absolution at the reconciliation 
services. 


“THE CARDINAL...is not overjoyed,’’ Bishop 
Dozier said. ‘‘But I insist with him that I’m 
perfectly within my rights to make the 
judgment—the moral judgment—I do make, and 
they don’t agree to that but there isn’t very much 
they can do about it.”’ 


NBC interviewer Kenley Jones noted that 
some 14,000 Catholics attended the two 
reconciliation services in western Tennessee and 
were given general absolution. 


‘‘General absolution has usually been reserved 
for emergencies, as in war time when soldiers are 
preparing to go into battle,’’ Jones said. ‘‘But 
Bishop Dozier said there are moral emergencies 
as well as physical ones.’’ 


THE BISHOP explained his stand, saying: 


‘““My concept of it is that we do have an 
emergency situation in which there are many of 
our Catholic people who are not ‘walking with 
us’—who are inactive—and I felt that if this were 
an opportunity to make the first approach, then 
this is sufficient emergency which permits me to 
grant general absolution.’’

Children to dramatize Christ's passion

LOMA LINDA—Christ’s judgment, passion 
and crucifixion will be dramatized by children of 
St. Joseph the Worker church here at two Good 
Friday services. 

Father Patrick O’ Keeffe, pastor, has at least 30 
boys and girls rehearsing each Thursday 
afternoon for their parts’ in presentations 
scheduled at 3 and 7 p.m. 


ESSENTIALLY the presentation becomes the 
Stations of the Cross in action. While Father 
O’Keeffe narrates the passion, it’s familiar 
scenes from Christ’s trial before Pontius Pilate, 
through his scourging, crowning with thorns, 
carrying of the cross, and his being nailed to and 
his death on the cross will be put into action by 
the children’s cast. 

The play will climax with the raising of Vinod 
Lobo, who takes the part of Christ, on a near-life 
size cross. 


Father O’Keeffe said the most important 
aspect of the presentation, ‘‘is that it dramatizes 
the passion and brings it to life, especially for the 
children.”’ 


ASSISTING Father O’Keeffe with the produc- 
tion are Hortensia Garcia and Irene Fiori, who’ll 
be handling costume and prop making. 


Another Holy Week activity planned at St. 
Joseph’s is a Paschal Dinner sponsored by the 
Women’s Liturgical Society. It will be at 7:30 
p.m. Holy Thursday night in St. Joseph’s hall. 


Father O’Keeffe said there will be a Mass 
followed by a ‘‘full Paschal Lamb dinner.’’ 

Though new to Loma Linda, the program is not 
new to Father O’Keeffe who has _ produced 
similar ones in several other parishes. At St. 
Adelaide, Highland, the passion play ‘‘drew 
standing room only’’ crowds, he recalled.

Vatican Radio praises Carter 

VATICAN CITY—Vatican Radio has 
lauded President Jimmy Carter’s decision to 
reduce military aid for Argentina, Uruguay 
and Ethiopia because of human rights 
violations in those nations. ‘‘This decision of 
the new American administration,” said 
Vatican Radio editorially, ‘‘makes the 
communist nations’ accusation that Carter is 
hypocritical in openly backing dissidents 
look even more unfounded.”’ 


‘True’ confession difficult 

MEMPHIS,Tenn.—Catholic training in 
the examination of conscience has been so 
steeped in ‘‘legalism’’ that it is difficult for 
Catholics to ‘‘confess real sins and root out 
their real causes,’’ Father David Knight, a 
Jesuit, said here. ‘“‘We have been trained to 
examine our conscience according to a 
specific set of laws and if what we did is not 
on the books we feel it must be okay. We 
have lost contact with the heart and mind of 
Jesus,’’ he said. 


Woman wins high court seat 


SAN FRANCISCO—Rose : Bird, _ state 
secretary for agriculture, has been named 
chief justice of the California Supreme Court 
despite protests from Auxiliary Bishop 
Roger Mahony of Fresno, former head of 
the Agricultural Labor Relations Board in a 
private letter which was made public by 
state Attorney General Evelle Younger. The 
bishop attacked Bird’s fitness for the court 
on the grounds of emotional instability. 


Dr. charged in botched abortion 


DETROIT—Dr. Joseph Rucker has been 
charged here with violating Michigan’s 
abortion laws in a recent abortion attempt 
which left the 14-year-old mother hemor- 
rhaging and the child alive, but suffering 
from severe cranial damage. The physician 
faces a maximum sentence of four years in 
prison if convicted on the charges. 


Demonstrators beat priest 


PARIS—Father Jean-Robert Armagathe 
was hospitalized here after he was allegedly 
attacked and beaten senseless by a Catholic 
traditionalist group occupying the Church of 
Nicolas du Chardonnet. The church has been 
occupied by several hundred people to 
dramatize their demands that they be given 
a church of their own in which to celebrate 
Tridentine Masses. Cardinal Francoise 
Marty has said the takeover ‘‘cannot be 
accepted legally or morally.”’ 


Fla. bp. backs illegal aliens 


NEW YORK—Legislation designed to 
curb illegal immigration into the U.S. is 
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“more politically expedient than it is socially 
aware,’’ said Bishop Rene Gracida of 
Pensacola-Tallahassee, Fla., here. ‘‘We 
magnify an untenable condition by the 
expulsion of those poor whom their native 
land already fails to support. We intensify a 
pitiable situation by separating the illegal 


parent from the citizen child,’’ he charged in _ 


a call for complete amnesty for all illegal 
aliens already living in this country. 


Ascension Thurs. now Sun. 


ROME—Ascension Thursday will hence- 
forth be Ascension Sunday in Italy. The 
Italian Bishops’ Conference has officially 
decreed that the feast of the Ascension as 
well as the feasts of the Epiphany and 
Corpus Christi will be celebrated on Sunday 
in the future. The decree is part of an effort 
to reduce the number of holy days of 
obligation in conjunction with governmental 
efforts to increase production by cutting 
back on worker holidays. In Catholic Italy 
many civil holidays are tied to religious 
holidays. 


Women preachers ousted 
TORONTO, Canada—Archbishop Philip 
Pocock’s order that two nuns who had been 
preaching at a parish church here stop the 
practice was not prompted by the Vatican 
declaration forbidding the priesthood to 
women, archdiocesan spokesmen said. The 
archbishop’s move came as soon as her was 
made aware that the two nuns were 
preaching, they said. Only a bishop, priest 
or deacon who has the bishop’s permission 
may preach. ‘‘The issue is that non-ordained 
persons, not specifically women, were 
preaching,’’ the spokesmen said. 


Folk Masses hit sour note 

WINTER PARK, Fla.—The attitude of 
Catholics who have tossed the musical 
tradition out of the church in favor of folk 
Mass guitar songs hits a sour note with 
composer Alexander Peloquin here. ‘‘At 
present there is great and vital interest in 
the Church music of old while we, as Roman 
Catholics, have thrown it overboard. Today 
choruses from Harvard and Brown tour 
Europe singing great Latin church music 
while Catholic choruses stay home and sing 
folk songs,’’ he charged. 


Theologian blasts abortionists 


ROME—People who promote abortion as 
a form of women’s liberation or as a form of 
birth control commit a graver sin than does a 
pregnant woman who aborts under social 
pressure, Father Bernard Haering, interna- 
tionally known theologian said here. He also 


. insisted that ‘‘anyone who proposes or 


supports’”’ pro-abortion legislation ‘‘puts 
himself outside of the Church.’’

Sister Patricia Haire, fast 
coordinator, said the pro- 
gram was not only a success 
financially but it helped 
make participants more sen- 
sitive to the reality of hunger 
in the Third World countries. 

SISTER HAIRE said the 
reality of hunger and in- 
equity of distribution of the 
world’s material goods struck 


home when fasters climaxed 
the effort with a Third World 
Banquet. 


“Tt wasn’t revealed until 
that moment,’’ she said, 
““‘but there were three sepa- 
rate dinner menus. Every 
third person alternately re- 
ceived a portion of soybean 


cereal, rice and an_ all- 
American chicken dinner 
plate.”’ 


Sister Haire said different 
banquet plates symbolized 
how little two-thirds of the 
world’s population have to 
eat compared to those in the 
U.S. and other western 
nations.

The nursery program is 
conducted week days from 
6:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. and the 
weekly cost per child is $15. 


Citing the earthquakes 
which shattered Guatemala 
early last year killing nearly 
25,000 people and leaving 
thousands of others home- 
less and destitute, Msgr.

‘Within 24 hours after the 
first news of the quakes, CRS 
had sent the first of 18 
emergency cargo flights from 
New York to the Central 
American nation. 


“TONS OF food stuffs 
stored in CRS warehouses in 
nearby Honduras and Ni- 
caragua were trucked to 
Guatemala. Now, more than 
a year later, CRS is still 
aiding in the nation’s recon- 
struction program,’’ Msgr. 
Topping explained. 

Encouraging support for

T. Maher noted: 

“In many of the countries 
served (by CRS), especially 
in Africa, it is the only 
agency of its kind serving the 
poor and the starving regard- 
less of race or creed.”’ 

ALSO TO be collected next 
week are the offerings saved 
by families participating in 
Operation Rice Bowl, a 
special lenten program be- 
gun by the U.S. bishops last 
year. 

In the program paper rice 
bowls were distributed 
through parishes to families 
who were asked to sacrifice 
one meal a week during Lent 
and to place the money saved 
into the rice bowl as an 
offering for the world’s 
starving people.

It’s all because of Flipper 


The current crisis in the tuna fishing industry 
might never have happened if there had been no 
television series about ‘‘Flipper’’, the almost 
human porpoise. There seems to be little doubt that 
the environmentalists are trading on an emotional 


public reaction to any slaughter of the fish that has _ 


so many ‘‘human”’ attributes, even to the length to 


.its gestation period. 


While nobody wishes to see any natural resource, 
be it land, soil, water, fish, fowl or flesh, 
indiscriminately used or destroyed by the whim or 
carelessness of man, there is surely a compromise 
that we have to reach in all cases between man’s 
needs and environmentalists’ ideals. 


The tuna fishermen and the canning factory 
workers of our parishes are suffering because the 
stringent restrictions placed on the tuna fishermen 
over the netting and killing of porpoises are at 
prohibitively low levels. Tuna fishing by American 
boats under these circumstances becomes almost 
unprofitable. 


Why pick on us? 


The fishermen and their wives—173 of whom 
flew to Washington last week, sped on their way to 
Bishop Maher—say ‘‘Why pick on us2’’ Tuna 
fishing is a worldwide occupation, but it is only the 
American boats which are subjected to these rules, 
while the Japanese, Russians, South American and 
other fleets pay no heed to the need to preserve the 
porpoises that run with the tuna. ' 


It is only the American boats which have been 
offered the indignity of having a ‘’policeman’’ put 
on board to see that they behave themselves when 
far out into the oceans, and don’t disobey the 
environmental regulations. It is only the American 
fleet which is watched by Coast Guard planes as 
much as 2,000 miles out to sea, according to one 
captain | spoke to. 


It’s similar to every office or factory having a 
resident government safety inspector permanently 
on watch, presuming that the law is about to be 
broken as soon as his back is turned. And what is 
the legality in aircraft of the U.S. Coast Guard 
telling anybody what to do when out in 
international waters, a thousand or more miles 
from shore? It seems a constitutional right of the 
fishermen is greatly in jeopardy. — 


What about ‘‘Flipper’’? 


Then there’s the porpoises, who are not exactly 
Flipper and his friends. What would happen. if 
tomorrow they became a favorite food and replaced 
tuna as a staple on the canned goods shelves? The 
Japanese like porpoise flesh. It so happens it 
doesn’t fetch as much on the market as tuna, other 
wise porpoise would be caught like any other fish. 


If instead of hampering the legitimate operations 
of the tuna fleet some of the environmentalists 
would look to ways of increasing the porpoise 
population by breeding farms— if that is possible— 
there would be some sense in their outbursts. But 
simply to place impractical restrictions on the tuna 
fishermen in order to preserve certain species of 
porpoise is surely ‘‘cruel and unusual punish- 
ment.’’ Particularly as it is on men who know they 
need the porpoise to help them to fish tuna and who 


have made great strides in protecting the porpoise 
in recent years. It is the fishermen who have 
improved their netting devices and practices, not 
the government and its experts. 


Important to all U.S. 


The 28,000 jobs in jeopardy in the San Diego 
area, center of the U.S. tuna fleet, are important. 
But the ramifications go much further. There are 
constitutional rights, industrial interference and 
possibly other undercurrents involved. One 
skipper, Tom Crivello, openly declares that there is 
a subversive element at work to ‘‘sell out’’ the 
American tuna fleet—much to the gain of the 
Russians, Japanese and others, of course. 


A fair question to ask—and it has been asked by 
San Diego Central City Association—is: what 
commitments have been made to those who would 
sell out our tuna industry to foreign interests? And 
it is a fair question because the restrictions are 
being place solely on the fleets operating out of 
American ports. What does it profit the world if we 
save the porpoises with American fleets, but allow 
the rest of the world to kill all they wish2 


The environmentalists say some of the porpoises 
are now endangered species. The real endangered 
species in this whole affair is the American tuna 
fisherman, and we’d like to preserve him and his 
wonderful canned product. 


| happen to like to gaze on Aberdeen Angus 
steers, which | think are among God’s lovely 
creatures. But people have a bad habit of eating 
them. Should we get Aberdeen Angus declared an 
endangered species and put policemen on every 
ranch to see that the Angus is protected from such 
deprivations, and send our aircraft to spy over the 
bigger landholdings? 


Washington disinterest 


The flight of the tunafleet supporters to 
Washington last week to lobby in Congress for 
support for the fleet found the Capitol disinterest- 
ed. Members of the Senate Committee on 
amending the 1972 Marine Mammal Protection Act 
could not even be bothered to attend the hearing 
and only the chairman, Sen. Daniel K. Inouye of 
Hawaii, heard much of the testimony. 


The valiant effort of the women to cause a sense ~ 


of ‘‘presence’’ in Washington was somewhat 
hampered by the activities of the Nation of Islam 
sect and their notorious capture of some 130 
persons in three locations, one of which, at the 
B’/nai Brith building, was very close to the hotel 
where the delegation from San Diego were staying.

But this 
does not remove their need, nor our 
responsibility to meet it. 


Recently a friend | had not seen for 
months turned to me in a chance 
encounter to say, quite simply, ‘’1 


must speak to you.’’ When we talked 
together, | was shaken by her need 
and the realization that my opinion 
and advice were of considerable 
importance to her.

“You are one | can talk to,’’ she 
said. In the event | had depressingly 
little advice to give, but she was 
cheered and strengthened. Needing to 
talk out her trouble, she believed | 
could help, and, believing, she had 
indeed been helped. 


SO OFTEN | seem to allow weeks or 
even months to pass without contact- 
ing old friends or those who | know 
live lives of loneliness. It is not the 
love that is lacking, | assure myself, 
merely the thought. 


Yet | know, if love is there, the 
thought is also there. We are so very 
conscious in our own needs of the 
importance of those to whom we can 
turn and expect a _ willing ear, 
sympathy and understanding. 


We need to understand that this 
should also be our role to others. By 
the simple nature of his calling of 


Christian has a real duty to preserve 
his availability to his friends, his 
family, or for that matter, acquaint- 
ances. 


WE ARE NEVER free to walk 
alone. We are linked by the bonds of 
Christian brotherhood to everyone 
with whom we come in contact. We 
must be to them what they need us to 
be, whether we like it or not—as long 
as our integrity is not threatened. 

The difficulty, of course, is differen- 
tiating between their wishes and their 
needs. They may want us permissive 
and need us firm. Or demand a 
ready-made solution to their troubles 
when they need to find it themselves. 


And, as always, there is the trap of 
vanity. We are so easily flattered into 
believing that we are more than we 
are! But if we are to take our Christian 
vocation seriously, and every Chris- 
tian has that imperative, we cannot 
escape the duty of preserving an 
openness and availability towards 
others. 


IN HIS PRIESTHOOD, the priest 
dedicates his life to the principle of 


being always available to his people. 
For the lay person there are 
restrictions. Work and family make 
legitimate demands that must be met 
and discretion must dictate the 
priorities. < 


But whatever they may be, they 
should not be allowed to limit totally 
our accessibility to others. 


Our lives are interwoven in the woof 
and warp of the fabric of mankind. 
However remote, however incompre- 
hensible it may seem, we reflect and 
radiate off our fellowmen and as we 
draw from them, so they must be able 
to tap us. 


THERE IS A KIND of universal 
motion, a movement of giving and 
receiving, point and counterpoint, 
that builds the rhythm of life and: 
molds its people. 


Willy nilly, we must move in 
unison; meeting, guiding, holding, 
releasing, supporting, leaning, in and 
out, each one a vital thread in the .

Public teachers defended 


I am greatly disturbed by Mrs. 
McMahon’s article on the closure of 
schools—‘‘for whom does the bell toll?’’ 


The attack on the public schools and 
their ‘‘unconscionable teaching environ- 
ment’’ seemed hardly justified. I know 
many fine Christian teachers and many 
more moral, Christian students who 
survive the environment in the public 
schools. 


When students from a Catholic school go 
home, they come into contact with many 
different kinds of people and are exposed 
to a wide range of media offerings. I think 
these things are as much at fault as public 
schools. 
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Whatever research led to the conclusion 
that Catholic teachers earn 80 percent of 
the public teachers salary did not teach 
the city in which I teach. Our teachers earn 
an average of 50 to 60 percent of the public 
scale. I, personally, earn less than SO 
percent. 


One final comment—I wonder if Mrs. 
McMahon could afford to teach for nothing 
or a minimum salary if her husband were 
not an attorney. The three widows on our 
staff with children to raise would serve as 
outstanding models if you ever face such a 
situation.

Catholic teachers defended 


I see little room for debate in Mrs. 
McMahon’s assessment of the relative 
values of public and private education. I, 
too, have taught in both sectors and I am 
firmly convinced that private education, 
in spite of the obvious financial stringen- 


‘cies, nonetheless creates a much healthier 


educational environment than does its 
public counterpart. 


I do, however, take issue with Mrs. 
McMahon’s conclusion that the current 
plight of Catholic schools can be attributed 
to inflationary teachers’ salaries. 


To the best of my knowledge, the current 
average salary paid to teachers across this 
country is approximately $11,000, hardly 
an inflationary figure in the 1970s. 
However, I will leave this debate in the 
hands of those who are more knowledge- 
able about the salaries paid in the public 
sector. 


What does concern me, however, is the 
contention that teachers in Catholic high 
schools are overpaid and hence responsible 
for the failure of private education. The 
maximum salary in most cases is from 
$7,000-$8,000. I am also aware of some 
cases where these teachers make only 
$4,000-$6,000, even though they assume 
full-time teaching responsibilities. 


I also find it somewhat puzzling that 
such moral indignation and self-righteous-

How Devotion to Virgin Began 
There is a rich history 
of Mary in the Church 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The Church’s devotions all have a rich 
history; they grow, develop, sometimes get 
out of hand and have to be put back into 
proper perspective. This is to be expected, 
for they are part of her life, her tradition, 
and neither life nor tradition is a static 
phenomenon. Both are dynamic, vital 
processes. 


Devotion to Mary is a case in point. It has 
had a long, glorious history, but our 
immediate concern is the starting point of its 
evolution to the extent we can discern it in 
the New Testament. Beginnings are 
beginnings, often vague, ill-defined, hesi- 
tant. 


SO WE ARE are not surprised to find only 
one passing reference to Mary in the earliest 
Christian writings, the letters to Paul. In 
Galatians 4:4 we read: ‘‘...but when the 
designated time had come, God sent forth 
his Son born of a woman, born under the 
law,...’’ Of course, if it was God’s Son who 
was born of the woman, then she was quite 
clearly the mother of God, but Paul does not 
pursue this point. 


The first of our four Gospels is that of 
Mark. It appeared about 10 years after 
Paul’s death and gives no indication that 
Mary was someone of special interest in the 
life of the Church before 70 A.D. There is 
only an incidental reference to her as the 
Mother of Jesus in 6,3. But this Gospel has 
no ‘infancy narrative,’ so there was no 
opportunity from this point of view to draw 
specific attention to Mary. 


The situation changes with the appear- 
ance of the Gospels of Matthew and Luke. 
Each of these books, written some 50 years 
after the Christ-event, opens with a 
theological interpretation of the birth of 
Jesus, and betrays the profound reflection 
on Mary’s role that took place during this 
period. 


MATTHEW MAKES explicit the Church’s 
belief in the supernatural conception of 
Jesus: ‘‘When his mother Mary was 
engaged to Joseph, but before they lived 
together, she was found with child through 
the power of the Holy Spirit...the angel of 
the Lord appeared in a dream and 
said...‘Joseph, son of David, have no fear 
about taking Mary as your wife. It is by the 
Holy Spirit that she has conceived this 
child.’... 


“‘All this happened to fulfill what the Lord 
had said through the prophet: ‘The virgin 
shall be with child and give birth to a son, 
and they shall call him Emmanuel,’ a name 


which means ‘God is with us’ ’’ (Matthew 
1:18b, 20, 22-23). 


Luke’s ‘‘infancy Gospel’’ is an exquisitely 
delicate and theologically profound portrait 
of Mary. (Luke 1:5 - 2,52). An ancient legend 
has it that Luke was an artist and that he 
painted Mary’s portrait. The presumed 
portrait is in the church of Santa Maria 
Maggiore in Rome. It is unauthentic, but 
behind the legend is the demonstrable fact 
that Luke was indeed an artist. 


HE USED a pen rather than a brush, and 
later geniuses translated his words into 
unforgettable masterpieces, paintings of 
such scenes as the Annunciation, the 
Visitation, the Nativity, the Adoration of the 
Shepherds, the Presentation, the Finding in 
the Temple. All these pictures came first 
from Luke’s pen, and reflect the late-first 
century interest in Mary’s role in the 
Incarnation. 


Just the opening words of the angelic 
greeting speak volumes, not only about 
Mary’s role, but also about her own 
God-given dignity: ‘“‘Rejoice, O highly 
favored daughter! The Lord is with you. 
Blessed are you among women’”’ (Luke 1:28). 
The account is enriched with subtle allusions 
to Old Testament texts which communicated 
a meaning even deeper than the words 
themselves. 


With the words of the angel in mind, read 
these lines from the prophet Zephaniah: 
“Shout for joy, o daughter Zion! Sing 
joyfully o Israel! Be glad and exult with all 
your heart, O daughter Jerusalem!...The 
King of. Israel, the Lord, is in your 
midst,...The lord, your God, is in your 
midst, a mighty savior; He will rejoice over 
you with gladness, and renew you in his 
love,’’ (Zephaniah 3:14-17). 


USING OLD TESTAMENT reminiscences 
like this served to identify Mary as the new 
Jerusalem, the new Israel, in whose midst is 
the Lord, the king of Israel, the mighty 
savior. This is just one of many examples 
that could be cited from these ingenious 
chapters. 


Space limitations prevent us _ from 
presenting any more of the rich Mariology of 
Luke’s fascinating document or the profound 
symbolism of ‘‘the Woman”’ in the writings 
of the School of St. John. It should be 
evident, however, that, while we have no 
way of knowing what form the Church’s 
reverence for Mary took in the prayer-life of 
the apostolic Church, a firm foundation was 
established for the development of Marian 
devotion in the following centuries.

A gateway to the World 


Miary, like the Church, 
was vessel for Word

The virgin womb of Mary, overshadowed 
by the power of the Holy Spirit, conceives 
Jesus the incarnate God. For nine months 
Mary carries within her the Redeemer of the 
world. On her journey to Elizabeth, she 
becomes the first missionary, the first to 
carry Christ to another. 


In her charity and unselfishness, her first 
concern is not for herself but for her aging 
cousin who is also with child. Finally, in 
God’s own time, Jesus comes forth from her 
womb and into the world so much in need of 
redemption. 


THE CHURCH TOO, overshadowed by 
the power of the Holy Spirit, conceives Jesus 
the incarnate Word. It too becomes, as it 
were, the Womb of God, wherein the Word 
is nurtured until, in God’s own time, it leaps 
forth through proclamation and liturgy into 
the hearts and minds of men and women. 


Finally, the individual Christian, baptized 
in water and the Spirit, becomes the Womb 
of God, wherein the Word dwells until, in 
God’s own time, with the overflowing of 
faith and love, it spills forth drenching men 
and women with its saving power. 


Just as Mary served as only a temporary 
vessel for the Word incarnate, a gateway as 
it were to the world, so the Church and the 
individual Christian are vessels that cannot 
contain the redeeming Word, but can only 
retain it by giving it away through 
proclamation, through sacrament and 
through witness. 


AT THE FRONT of our parish church, St. 
Pius X in Dallas, there is a carved wooden 
statue of the Blessed Virgin that reflects 
perfectly the teachings of the Second Vatican 


Council concerning the role of Mary. 


The simple unpainted statue is affixed to 
the wall just to the right of the altar of 
sacrifice. The serene face of the Virgin looks 
downward toward the congregation but her 
right arm is raised, pointing to the figure of 
her Risen Son above the altar. 


In the Dogmatic Constitution on the 
Church, the Council Fathers called upon 
theologians and preachers to ‘‘rightly 
illustrate the duties and privileges of the 
Blessed Virgin which always refer to Christ, 
the source of all truth, sanctity and 
devotion’’ (Par. 67). 


AT CANA, Mary simply said to the 


servants, ‘‘Do whatever He tells you,”’ 
directing them to her Divine Son who alone 
had the power to save the bridegroom from 
the embarrassment of running out of wine. 
The statue at the front of St. Pius X Church 
echoes those same words to troubled men 
and women who seek His comfort and His 
peace 2,000 years later...‘‘Do whatever He 
tells you.”’ 


In the same paragraph, the Council 
Fathers explain that true devotion to Mary 
proceeds from the faith that moves to 
childlike love of our Mother and to the 
imitation of her virtues. 


There could be no greater imitation of the 
virtues of Mary that that of both the Church 
and the individual Christian who imitate her 
role as Womb of God. 


Thus Mary lives in the Church and in the 
hearts of men and women where through 
preaching and witness she points the way to 
her Son, to His obedience and to the love 
of the Father,’’ and repeats again her words - 
at Cana...‘‘Do whatever He tells you.” 
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Mary's Presence

When no one was talking with him, he 
prayed the rosary over and over. At times he 
prayed so loud that he annoyed some of the 
family. They told him there was no need to 
pray that loud. 


I couldn’t help thinking back to my 
childhood. We prayed the rosary aloud 
together every night. I remember how, at 
times I found the practice long and tiring. I 
recall, too, how my mother and I would pray 
the rosary together late at night interceding 
with Mary to bring my father safely home 
from wherever he had gone. 


SO MUCH has changed since then. 


Seemingly none of my brothers and sisters 


pray the family rosary. There are fewer 
novenas to Mary at the parish church—im- 
portant events for our family in bygone 
years. But I think Mary’s presence in our 
family is very real today. 


I would hope her presence in today’s 
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Church is reflected in a basic attitude toward 
life and God. Being with my family at 
Christmas helped me appreciate how Mary's 
place in their Catholic life has not 
diminished, rather it has found new 
expression. 


There is no question that many of the 
devotions to Mary have died. But the rosary 
seems to be enjoying a deserved rebirth. 
Hopefully, Catholics will develop simple 
forms that can express the need many of us 
have for Mary. And the more traditional 
appreciation of her tends to increase, even 
unexpectedly outside the Church. 


WHAT IS MOST truly Marian, and most 
traditional, is the prayerful acceptance of 
God’s will in total trust. The Gospels present 
us with just that image of Mary—a woman 
open to God in her life, accepting what 
seems to be His will for her, and doing so 
with complete trust. In this attitude of 
openness to God’s Word, the New 
Testament paints Mary as the model or 
image of the Church and of each individual 
believer. 


The Second Vatican Council deliberately 
recalls the Gospel portrait of Mary in urging 
the Church and each of us to become more 
Marian. 


To be open, accepting and trusting of 
God’s presence and action in the whole of 
our lives is the soundest, most traditional, 
form of devotion to Mary. Marian devotions 
can help foster and express this attitude but 
the attitude is not dependent upon them. 


I REALIZE this even more as I reflect on 
Mary against the background of a young 
nephew selecting a rosary as a gift for his 
grandmother and my Dad experiencing 
solace and comfort for his old age in 
fingering rosary beads and saying a familiar 
prayer over and over and over. 


Events like that provide a bridge for 


_ perceiving that Mary will always be alive 
and well in our midst. For she, like love, is 


present wherever people, families, and 
churches who know and love her, are open, 
accepting and trusting of God in their lives 
and in their history. 


NEXT WEEK Roots of Our Faith discusses MAN: HIS POWER,GLORY AND YET A 
CREATURE? Man has been traditionally called an ikon of God. Is this being ikon not a 
position of great glory and, at the same time, untrue to our experience? How do we 
grapple with the paradox of being lowly, poor creatures and yet like our Father?

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Legalism needs ‘network of support’ on social justice path 


This is the seventh in the series, ‘‘Moral 
Choices in Contemporary Society,’’ designed 
as companion pieces to a series of the same 
name in the general press. In this article, 
Robert E. Rodes Jr., professor of law at The 
University of Notre Dame, discusses the 
relationship between traditional Catholic 
doctrine, morality and law. 


By Robert E. Rodes Jr. 


Traditional Catholic thought relates law closely to 
morality. The fundamental,principles of morality are 
found in what is called the ‘‘natural law.’’ We learn 
them by reflecting on what it means to be human. 
God has ‘‘written them in people’s hearts.’’ 


Human laws—enacted by legislatures - and 
administered by judges—are derived from _ this 
natural law. They serve to apply and enforce it. 
Thus, traffic laws apply the principle that rules 
against stealing, killing, etc. any law that does not 
serve purposes of this kind can be regarded as no 
law at all. 


MODERN LEGAL scholars, both Catholic and 
non-Catholic, have tended to find this traditional 
natural-law doctrine unsatisfactory —less because of 
what it says than because of what it leaves out. In 
the first place, it seems to offer no sound foundation 
for our concern with personal freedom. 


While the traditional theorists concede that 
human law does not have to suppress all vices, they

see the role of law as primarily a matter of leading 
people to virture through rewards and punishments. 
They do not hesitate to use law as a way of forcing 
people to be good, because they see the practice of 
virtue as the primary means for achieving human 
happiness. 


Traditional natural law theorists do recognize the 
importance of a person’s conscience in his moral 
life, and they know that even an_ erroneous 
conscience must be followed. But, since they derive 
moral precepts from the exercise of reason, they do 
not see much excuse for having an erroneous 
conscience in the first place. 


THEY SEEM to feel that if your conscience is in 
error, either you should have reasoned more 
carefully or you should have submitted to the 
guidance of persons wiser than yourself. Their 
system leaves no scope for the moral and spiritual 
value in having a person make his own decisions and 
decide freely what he thinks is right. 


Another defect in the traditional natural-law 
doctrine is its failure to deal with institutions and 
administrative techniques. The medieval philoso- 
phers and theologians who played a large part in its 
development used for their model of law the late 
Roman law, which was built mainly on the orders 
issued by emperors to their unruly and disintegrat- 
ing empire. 

As a result, medieval people thought of law in 
terms of rules or precepts (do this; don’t do that) 


rather than in terms of institutions and techniques 
capable of actually affecting the way people would 
behave. 


SINCE MORALITY is expressed in rules or 
precepts, it is easier to relate morality to law if we 
think of law as also expressed in rules or precepts. It 
is easy to say that since race discrimination is 
immoral we will make a law against it, or since 
paying debts is a moral duty we will make a law 
requiring people to do so. 


It is harder to make moral judgments when the 
Department of Health Education and Welfare cuts 
off federal aid money to a segregated school or when 
a creditor is allowed to garnishee a debtor’s wages. 


Much modern legal thought deals with these hard 
institutional questions rather than with the easy 
questions of what should be commanded or 
forbidden. Hence, the traditional natural law 
doctrine does not shed as much light as we would 
like to have on the moral issues with which we are 
faced. 


IT MAY BE this lack of concern with institutions 
and techniques that is responsible for a third defect 
in the traditional doctrine, its failure to pay enough 
attention to social justice. Where other branches of 
justice call for dealing fairly with individuals, social 
justice calls for setting up and_ supporting 
institutions. 


The concept was developed in a series of papal 
encyclicals beginning with Leo XIII’s Rerum 
Novarum (1891). These encyclicals responded to a 
growing awareness in secular social thought that 
with all the good will in the world, there were 
important human rights that could not be adequately 
respected without changes in the institutions and 
structures of society. 


The idea of social justice makes it possible to 
formulate the moral obligation of each member of 
the community to work for the necessary changes, 
and accept them when they come about. 


UNTIL THIS development in the late 19th century, 
traditional Catholic legal doctrine had very little to 
say about social justice. It did recognize that law was 
supposed to implement the ‘‘common good,’’ but 
its way of serving the common good was to make 
rules about the conduc®of individuals. 

Too often, when rules of this kind failed to solve 
problems, Catholics lapsed into a sterile conserva- 
tism, as if they had nothing further to 


contribute.Only in this century have Catholics begun 


to explore the possibilities of social change through 
the creative use of law. In doing so, they have often 
found traditional Catholic legal doctrines more a 
hindrance than a help. 


When | call the traditional natural-law doctrine 
“’Catholic,’’ | do not mean that it is an essential part 
of the Catholic faith. One can be a good Catholic and 
abandon the doctrine wholly or in part. 


A GREAT MANY exemplary Catholics have done 
just that. They have felt that the doctrine did not 
allow them to give effect to their deeply held 
convictions about freedom, or to concern themselves 
adequately with legal institutions and social justice. 

But for my own part, | would like to reform the 
traditional doctrine instead of giving it up. The 
fundamental insights on which that doctrine was 
founded are as valid today as they ever were. 


There is still a human nature that must be

understood if people are to be served by law. Virtue 
is still the best route to human happiness, even if it 
is one that has to be freely traveled. Law can do 
many things to point out the route, even if it cannot 
compel people to follow it. 


THERE IS NO reason why laws cannot be founded 
on morality and natural law, and yet give due 
respect to freedom, take institutions and techniques 
into account, and use them for the achievement of — 
social justice. In fact, | believe laws can do all these 
things better if they are founded on moralilty and 
natural law. 


As regards freedom, for instance, | think we will 
enjoy more of it, and enjoy it longer, if we found our 
laws ona Christian understanding of human nature 
(which is, after all, what natural law theory is all 
about) than if we found them on that stern abstrac- 


‘ tion of secular philosophy, the consenting adult. 


The consenting-adult approach presupposes a 
world full of intellectually and morally autonomous 
people who have already made up their minds 
exactly how they want to live, and will live exactly as 
they have decided to if only they are left alone. 


THIS APPROACH is the work of the middle-class 
Victorian philosophers who were considerably 
sheltered from the economic and social realities of 
their (or any other) time. The same thinking that is 
behind today’s ‘‘permissive society’’ was behind the 
19th-century view that every working man has an 
inalienable right to work a 14-hour day. 


We have many examples of the failure of the 
consenting-adult philosophy, from the confused 
teenagers who pass through the abortion clinics to 
the equally confused middle-aged men coming out of 
the Nixon White House. 


Real life for most people involves a number of 
hard choices—cases where it is difficult to determine 
what is right, and more cases where it is difficult to 
live up to the right as they have determined it. If we 
base our commitment to freedom on respect for 
human nature as it actually is, we will respect 
people’s doubts and temptations as well as their free 
choices. » 


We will also be better able to develop the 
institutions and techniques we need, and to focus 
them on meeting the real demands of social justice, 
if we keep looking at human nature as it actually is. 


People need institutions because it is not enough 
to tell them what to do. If they are to make right 
choices, and live up to them once made, they need 
not simply instruction, but a network of support. 
Recognizing this need is surely the first step in 
trying to fill it. 
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UFWA, Teamsters end farm labor fight

BURLINGAME, Calif., 
(NC)—A decade of strife and 
violence within farm labor 
seemed ended when the 
Western Conference of 
Teamsters and the United 
Farm Workers of America 
(UFWA) signed a jurisdic- 
tional-pact in public here. 


The agreement calls for 
the Teamsters to keep juris- 
diction over workers such as 
those in canneries and pro- 
cessing plants andthe UFWA 
to cover field workers and 
on-farm drivers. 


THE SETTING was the 
security-conscious headquar- 
ters of the Western Team- 
sters. Signers were M.E. 
Anderson, conference direc- 
tor, and Cesar Chavez, 
president of the UFWA. 

Sitting in on the public 
display of cordiality was 
Frank Fitzsimmons, _presi- 
dent of the international 
Teamsters Union. 


At a press conference also: 


attended by Fitzsimmons, 
Anderson and Chavez said 
the pact provides that: 


—the Teamsters retain all 
workers covered under the 
National Labor Relations Act 
(NLRA), such. as cannery 
workers and laborers in 
frozen food and vegetable 
processing plants; 


—agricultural workers who 
do not come under the 
NLRB, but are covered by 
the California Agricultural 
Labor Relations Act, be 
under the jurisdiction of the 
UFWA, including field work- 
ers and on-farm tractor and 
truck drivers; 


—some 100 Teamster con- 
tracts will be left in force 


until they expire, when 
jurisdiction will be handed 
over to the UFWA; 


(Andersonsaid there might 
be one or two of these 
contracts continued or rene- 
gotiated especially where 
long-term Teamster pension 
plans have been established, 
and in which legal and 
financial problems may arise 
to the disadvantage of the 
workers.) 


—all current challenges to 
recent elections conducted 
under the auspices of the 
state Agricultural Labor Re- 
lations Board will be dropped 
by the Teamsters; 


—hboth the Teamsters and 
the UFWA will honor each 
other’s picket lines and assist 
each other in union organiz- 
ing efforts, and will also 
cooperate in legislative ef- 
forts strengthening farm 
worker rights; 

—an arbitrator will be 
appointed to settle any 
jurisdictional disputes, and 
the pact will cover Alaska, 
Arizona, California, Colora- 
do, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Ore- 
gon, Utah, Washington, and 
Wyoming; 

duration of the pact is 
five years, and if it works as 
intended, negotiations will 


start in 1979 to revise it to 
cover the nation. 


Chavez was asked how he 
could reconcile all his past 
condemnations of the Team- 
sters Union with this new 
pact, including charges that 
the Teamsters had arranged 
““sweetheart’’ contracts with 
the growers. 


Chavez replied: ‘‘In the 
heat of the struggle many 
things are said which even- 
tually must be put aside. 
Over the centuries, people 
have been killing each other 
and yet are reconciled. Now, 
the battle starts with the real 
opponents—the growers.”’ 


L.A. and Orange Sees plan to 
keep schools open during strike 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—The 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles 
and Diocese of Orange have 
announced that they intend 
to keep Catholic high schools 
open despite a walkout by 
teachers who protested the 
systems’ refusal to recognize 
their union. 


The March 10 strike fol- 
lowed a meeting at which 
representatives of the 210- 
member. United Catholic Sec- 
ondary Teachers Association 
(UCSTA) voted 90-7 to walk 
out. 


THE UCSTA, which won 
an election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations 
Board (NLRB) last May, 
represents lay teachers in 24 
high schools in the Los 
Angeles archdiocese and two 
in the Orange diocese. 


Church. officials in both 


places have refused to bar- 
gain with the union, fol- 
lowing the example of other 
dioceses which are challeng- 
ing NLRB authority over 
labor disputes in Catholic 
schools. 

Msgr. Donald Montrose, 
superintendent of Los Ange- 
les archdiocesan schools, 
said the impact of the strike 
appears small with only 10 


percent of the faculties 
participating. 

IN ORANGE, Brother Do- 
minic Berardelli, superin- 


tendent of education, said 
the two schools affected by 
the strike, Mater Dei and 
Rosary high schools will 
remain open, with admini- 
strators and possibly substi- 
tute teachers taking over 
classes.
